Voters can still register, but only in person at the clerk’s office.
Clerks must have the Ineligible Voter List available for review.

October 29 is the start date for clerks to
conduct public testing of voting equipment

Municipal clerks can start testing their voting equipment for the
General Election on October 29. The test cannot occur more than 10
days before the election. The purpose of the voting equipment test is
to ensure that the equipment is programmed correctly and accurately
tabulates votes the they are marked on the ballot.

The testing of voting equipment is a public meeting and requires that a
public meeting notice be posted at least 48 hours in advance.

The testing is also a great opportunity for poll workers and members
of the public to interact with the voting equipment and learn how it
works. Increased knowledge and comfort with the voting equipment
can help poll workers better explain the equipment to voters and
troubleshoot potential issues. And it can also help voters confirm that
their ballot will be counted exactly how they marked it.

Laptops available to loan to clerks in
emergencies

WEC's loaner laptop program can help ensure continuity
of elections operations

The Elections Commission maintains a small number of loaner laptops
to assist local jurisdictions in continuing elections operations in the
face of emergencies like cyber attacks. If your jurisdiction encounters
a technical problem that would prevent you from conducting
elections, you may request one of these loaner devices for a short
period of time until you are able to restore your own equipment.
Contact the WEC help desk to request a laptop or for any questions
about the program.

MyVote users are able to see dates
and hours available for their
municipality

In Wisconsin, absentee voting doesn't just
happen by mail; it happens in person, too! This
kind of voting is known as in-person absentee
voting, and it takes place in the 14 days
leading up to an election.

It's up to each municipality as to when and
where in-person absentee voting occurs, and
this information must be contained within
your Type E notice.

Voters are able to look on the MyVote website
to see when in-person absentee voting is
offered in their community, so please make
sure that information up to date in WisVote.
See section 4.11 of the WisVote User Manual for
instructions on how to add election-specific
absentee options.
